Death's Slow, Grim Advance. 


The 
grim reaper had forced his 


way into the house after waiting on 
the doorstep more than four years. 
Saturday 
he had advanced to the 


landing on the stai-case and 
stood 


counting off the ticks of the great 
clock 
Saturday night he knocked on 


the chamber door. 
A faithful physi- 


cian and a loyal wife stood with their 
backs against it 
At 9 o'clock he rat- 


led the knob and called to the peace- 
ful, 
prostrate figure on the bed—a 


great bed, long and wide, a replica of 
the bed in which Abraham Lincoln 
slept in the White House, with a gold- 
en American eagle and a tiny silk 
American flag just over the head- 
board 


The watchers knew the battle was 


lost 
At the portal of the door now 


open, the faithful Negro servant hov- 
ered. On the bed sitting beside her 
husband, sustained with all the forti- 
tude and composure of a woman fac- 
ing a crisis, was Mrs. Wilson, holding 


accentuated the condition which fol- 
lowed his first stroke of paralysis, he 
watched for a moment when all ex- 
cept Dr Grayson were out of his bed 
chamber 


Drawing his friend and physician 


close, he murmured with some diffi- 
culty of articulation 


"The old machine has broken down 


You've done your best for me 
But 


it's better that I should go than to 
live on a helpless invalid 
Tell Mrs. 


Wilson I want her 
I'm ready " 


All this was without a show of emo 


tion, but in his usual measured habit 
of speaking 
Mrs Wilson came at 


the physician's call and spoke for sev- 
eral moments with her husband dur- 
ing which he communicated to her 
some last wishes 


From that time on Mr Wilson lived 


out his fast fleeting life with the full 
knowledge that he was on the thres- 
hold of the great beyond 
If, in his 


dying moments, he harbored any feel 
ing at all for the men m public Hfo 
who prevented the fulfillment of the 
ideals 
for which he repeatedly had 


said he would have been glad to give 
his life, he never gave any indica- 
tion of them.

not to have done." 


In the process of wresting from con- 


gress all the powers he believed the 
Constitution conferred upon the execu- 
tive, President Wilson made many po- 
litical enemies who questioned not his 
ability, but his motives and methods. 
To particularize would be largely to 
review the political history of the last 
six j ears 
The railroad situation, how- 


ever, may be cited as an example. 
Representative E E. Denison (Rep) 
of Illinois said January 15, 1919, 
"Government ownership of railroads

President Wilson was re-elected in 


1916 upon a peace platform. October 
25 191S, just before the congressional 
elections, he issued an appeal to the

'press themselves unmistakablj to that

Less than two years had passed since 


the Israelites were delivered from their 
Egjptian bondage. 
They were now 


at Kadesh-barnea, within sight of the 
promised land. 
Moses urged them to 


go in and take immediate possession 
(Deut. 1:21), but they failed because 
of their unbehet (Heb. 3:19). 
The 


record in Deuteronomy 1:19-25 shows 
that God did not take the initiative in 
sending out the spies but that request 
was made by the people. Representa- 
tive men, a ruler from each tribe, were 
secured. There was a three-fold pur- 
pose m sending out the spies: 


1. To see whether the lan'd was as 


God had told them (v. 18). 


2. To see whether the people who 


dwelt there were strong or weak, few 
or many (v. 18). 


3. To see whether the cities were 


made up of strongholds or tents (v. 19).

As a. proof thereof, 
they exhibited the fruit.

ple who live there are strong (v. 28). 
(3) The people live in walled cities 
(v. 28). (4) The land is inhabited 
with giants (v. 28; cf. v. 33). They saw 
themselves as grasshoppers. Further- 
more, they saw the people so dis- 
tributed, the Amalekites in the south, 
the Hittites, Jebusites and the Amor- 
ites in the mountains, and the Canaan- 
ites along the sea, that it was impos- 
sible to take them. 


2. The Minority Report (w. 30-33). 


In part this report agrees with the 
first. It does not ignore the difficul- 
ties nor dispute the facts. It denies 
the conclusions of the majority. They 
did not minimize the task before them, 
but asserted that with God's help they 
were well able to take possession of 
the land, and urged immediate action 
The ten had their eyes on the difficul- 
ties, but Caleb and Joshua fixed their 
eyes upon God. Caleb lived to see his 
suggestions made real.

public letter, designed especially for 
the soldiers and sympathizers of the 
Confederacy: 


"It is the duty of every govern- 


ment to give protection to its citi- 
zens and especially those who are 
organized as soldiers in the public 
service. It is, therefore, ordered 
that for every soldier of the United- 
States killed in violation of the 
laws of war, a rebel soldier shall 
be executed; and for every one en- 
slaved or sold into slavery, a rebel 
soldier shall be placed at hard 
labor on the public works." 


Promised Glory for All Officials. 


I look upon this order as the least 


representative sentence in Lincoln's 
entire life story and doubtless it was 
inspired bj the usacres of war and came 
as a cabinet measure.

stantlj reminded them of bioad patri 
otibm. It reads.
